motion for a4 new trinl belog now heard, the
court decided to present the fplaintiff the alter-
pative of a new trinl or receiviog $5000 instend
of 4500 in acquittance. Ex-Governor Wise up-
peared for the plaintiff,

In the course of the Judge's remarks he gave
an account of his first coming to Virginia ns o
teacher, thirty-seven years ago; the kindness
and courtesy shown him by a distinguished gen-
tleman after arrival; the services rendered by
him to this gentleman In a political canvass; the
grateful return for these services: hls subsequent
maurriage, etc. He then adverted to the ditficul-
ties into which he fell on account of Lis anti-
slavery sentiments.

[le expressed in the most glowlog terms his
admiration for the talents, wequirements, and
character of Governor Wide, the leading counsel
for the plaintifl,. He sald that this admication
bad been formned years before he became per-
comally acquainted with him, and with a full
knowledge ot his strong pro-slavery opinions;
that he attributed the difierence In their opinions
on this subject entirely to their different edaca-
Lions and associations: that sinee Mr. Wise had
commenced practising in his court he had nlways
treated him with the wnimost Kiodpesg and
courtesy, and that thelr relutions were most
agrecable.

Ae thls polot Governor Wise arose and stated
to the court that lils hearing wus imperfect, and
that he had in this way falled to catch several
sentences of the Judee'sopinion. He had heard
the word slavery used. Heasked what, in God's
name, slavery had to do with the question of
common carriers’ labllity # Wa had suffered
enough, in all consclence, alrendy, from this
teterrima causa belli. For one, bo nceepted the
fact of its overthirow, and was willing to trust,
in good faith, upon the mew state of aflairs,
He did not question the honesty of his Honor's
gentiments on the subject. I8 own, though,
were very different on  the iostitntion as
established, although not, perhaps, #o muach =0
on the question of the abstract right., But
this difierence of opinion had been fatally and
finally ended. Negroes had become free eiti-
zens, and he was willing that they should re-
main go. But the great question now was
whetbher millions of white men should remalin
manscled slaves,

Here Judge Underwood interrupted and stated
that he was In favor of universal suffragze and
universal amnesty. “‘Act with me,” eald the
Governor, "on this platform; aid me in wrench-
ing the fetters from these arms and from the
arms of my people, and we will fight out side by
side the great battle ot American liberty.” He
cluimed that no power on earth, that no tyranny
or oppression, should ever keep him from nsing
both hand and tongue fearlessly In defense of
the broken liberties of the people. He denied
in stropg terms the right of his Honor to iater-
fere with the verdict of the jury on the law and
evidence., His arrument was founded noiel'y on
the law as expounded by its great lights, Kent,
Story, Jones, Parsons, und others.

He conecluded by speaking in high terms ot
the kindness, courtesy, and Iliberality of
his Honor to himself and all the members
of thie bar, and of the pleasantness of thelr per-
eonal relations.

STRANGE DELUSION.

Excitement Over the Corpse of a Youug irl
—~The Feol Klller Needed in & Massachusotis
Town,

The greatest excitement sinece the days of
witcheraft in this usually Tlllut town has existed
here fora week or more. aving been at con-
siderable pains to learn all the facts in reference
to this case, the public may rely upon their cor-
rectness,

On or about Christmas, Margaret Finley, the
daughter of Robert Finley, residing near the
Danvers Junction, aged seventeen f’:vm. went
out skating, took cold, had a fever induced by
pneumonia or some lung difculty, and dled on
Bunday, the 9th of this month. She was one ol
several children, and the family wre Intelligent
and respectable, and mostly members of the
Episcopal Church. The deceased was a healthy
and sprightly girl, in complexion a blonde, with
regular featurce and rosc-colored cheeks, On
Thursday, the fifth dey from her decease, her
funeral was uttended by friends and nclghbors,
and she was placed in & tomb at the cemotery.
All through her sickneas it was observed there
wans much color in her face, and when ife bad
departed this rose-tint lingored, insomuch that
at the funerul it was noticed that she looked like
one sleeping, and wondrous fair.

The matter having been talked over the next
day, it was snggested that the girl mighy have
been in o trance. It was sald somebody had
dreamed she was enlombed alive, or a communi-
catlon of some kind from the wpirlt world had
revealed the supposed twet of which I have
af:oken. This spread lke wild fire. Soon par-
ties visited the sexton, Mr. Peter Waltt, obtalned
the keys of the tomb with a physiclan, who was
1o restore the deceased 1o her friends. The coflin
was opened and the form of the young lady
critically examined by the nlf»ﬂﬂenmd doctor.
Not the least Indication of life appeared, and
no evidenca of her being buried alive was dis-
covered, This it would seem ought to have
settled the matter.

The desire to sce
the latter organization wias great, and [ do not
believe there were any disappolptments abont
the compuny when secn, for the Jogers, with
thelr Prussian uniforms, presented quite a erodit-
able appearnnce, They numbered elghty-five all
told, which was a very small representation con-
eidering the great ¢fforts made to recruit the
company.

Just as the volunteers began to pass In review
before the Captiin=Gouernl o hewvy rain set In,
and continued to fall as long as the roview
lasted, or for more than two hours, General
Roidas, his stafl, and the volunteers, howaver,
withistood the pouring waters firmly, and wont
through the performances  bravely,  being
thoroughly drenched by the (ime these were
over. Mr. ex Becretary Seward, in whose honor
the review was in part gotten np, twice rode
along the two miles' line of Spanish voluuteors
in a carringe, In which were also scated his sen,
Mr. Fred. Seward, Mrs. VFrod, Sewnrd, and
Colonel Allen, of Callfornla, nnd during the re-
view was Lo the lmmedinte right of General
Rodas, but still in the earrlnee, which, being
closed when the rain commenced, perfectly pre-
served the venerable ex-Secretary and his com-
pantons from getting wet, On the next day, or
yesterday morning, they were off for the fine
sugar district of Colon, whers they expect to
emoploy several dovs in visiting hall a dozen
sungar cetates.

And now for news trom the Interior. O[ the
Fastern department, the distriet of Holguln
alone furnlshes tae with late intelligence. Since
half or more of the insargent troops of the dis-
triet have beon marched off to the Camaguey to
operate ngaingt General Paello, the 16500 Spanish
regulars and 800 volanteers (3panish fizures)
within the distriet have sucopeded in estending
the Sponish lines somewhat, and bave made
bold to Indulge in several expeditions withinthe
infurgent lines, Noue of theze, however, have
resulted ko any real ndvantagzes te the Spaniards,
gave that from Puerto del Padre 1o the river
Vasquez.

From Hewedios the newa ehiows that the rein-
forced Spaplards are meking stresuous offorts
to regain the mastery in that important district.
The results have been, so fur, (wo rather hard
firhts between them  and the losurgents,
The first engarement in date occurred in the
hills of Naranjo, Letween o large Spanish
colummn, commanded by Colonel Antonio Merono,
and a body of insurgents headed by General
Villami and Colonels Rivas sud Martioez, As
nstal, the Spaniards elalin w victory, saying they
killed twenty-three Cubans, wounded seventy,and
eaptured three and #12,000 worth of booty. As
to thelr own losses they are, as usual, silent,
Private advices do not confirm thelir report; but,
on the contrary, give the vietory to (icna_',rai Yil-
Inmil, stating that it is troe the Spaniards ot the
start had the adyvantage, surprising and talklr:r
an insurgent camp, but that they were soon als
terwards checked and forced, to retreat, losing
seventy-five men to the ineurgents’ sixty.

The second fight oceurred at a swail place
called Gambado, only four miles and a half from
the seaport of Caibarien. The Spaniards were
communnded by Colonel Fortum, and the Cubaus
by General Balome Hernandexz. Only Spanish
reports are at hand, which, of course, claim a
Spanish victory, with a loss to the Insurgents of
twenty-one killed, ineluding Colonel Francisco
Garcia, and sixty or more wonnded; to the
Spaniards, three killed and nine wounded.

KING COAL ATTACKED,

A Substitute or Anthracite Conl-Trial of the
Compound—Unsatisinctory Henult,

For many years past attempts have been made
to introduce a substitute for coal for use on
steamships, which, wblluoccupﬁinp; less room in
bunkers, would give greater heat, be less px-
pensive and make less ashes; but up to this time,
howerver, all such attempts have resulted in fail-
ure. Some time last year Colonel William Hol-
stead discovered that peat anthracite, coal dust,
and coal tar, in proportions of seventy per cent.
of the {former, twenty-five per cent. of
conl dust and five per cent. of tar
or rosin, pressed together by machinery, dried
and made ready for use, wonld do more work
than double the guantity of ordinary coal and
make but very mﬁe ashes. This at least was the
result of a preliminary trial. Captain Spioney,
lite of the United States Navy, subsequently
became interested in the discovery: the inven-
tion was perfected, a company was formed and
preparations made for producing the material In
yuantities suflicient for a more elaborate and
decisive trial. Determined to put their stock on
the market at onee, the International Fuel Com-
pany prepared to give a publie exhibition of the
superiority of their combustible over coal, aud
with this view engaged the steanmer C, P. Bchinlte
for a trip up the Hudson Rlver yesterday.

The day was cold and damp; the air wias heavy
with wet snow drifting from the lowering,
heavy laden clovds, and o thick fog lay broad
upon the river. The new fuel lying on the deck
drd not look promusing;: the blocks, fifteen inchos
long, ten wide and jour and o half deep, into
which the material Is pressed by machine pres-
sure of five tons to the squure inch, was wet
with rain, and felt bard and heavy in the hand.
The fuel was weighed firet by Captain Spinney:
but, for the purpose of avolding eten the suspi-
cion of fuvor, Captain Defiroot had It rewelghed
in the presence of the commitiee. A lob of
4000 pounds was carefully welghed and sent
below, where Mr. Belknap raw it put inio the

furnace. The representative of the com-
pany wished tn baye the fire made on
o layer of live anthracite; but this
the committee would not allow. Fire was

started with wood ataquarter past 11 o'clock
A. M, aud 11¢ gallons of water put in the boller
—water in guuge ninetecn inehes. Half an hour
Inter the fuel wus lgonitad; the Jines were cast off
at twenty-four minutes past 12 P, M.; twenty-
soven pounds of sieamn was speedily obialned,
and the steamer rushed out Into the stream with
her bow to the north. This was o good begin-
ping; butunfortuuately the speed did not last
long. The steam ran down (o ten pounds in
twenty minutes; the wheels revolved urowly, and
it becnme evident that coal was still the relgn-
ing monarch. On turning ot Ninety-eighth
gtreet the gentleman in charge of the furnaces
was relieved by mnother, who, It was sald, was

better pested on  the muanner of uslog
the atent  arfiele. The guauge showed
an nerease ol fifteen pounds of

steam in 4 few minutes, and the boat leaped
through the water st u splendid pace. The hopes
of the gentlemen Interested in the success of the
trial rose with every pound of steam and con-
tinued bigh untll the stenmer touched the dock.
They did- not know, however, that the commit-
tee, who were satisfled of the fatillty of con-
tinuing the trial under such circnmsatances, had
ordered s quantity of anthracite coal to be
thrown over the new fuel in one of the furnsces.
Had this course not been taken, it would have
been impossible to reach the landing place until
after nightfall.

Captaln Bplnney feels quite sanguine of the
ultimate success of the fuel as & substitute for

econl, and proposes (o have aoother trial soon
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with the improvement suggested by the com-

mittee of emgineers. Should his hopes be

Inaletter to the Gaulois Dr. Ploel as-
serts that decapltation does not immediately
aftect the brain. The blood which ilows after
deeapitation comes from (he lnrge vessels of the
neck, and there is hardly nny call upon the eir-
culation of the cranium, The braln remains
intact, nonrishing itself with the bloed retained
by the pressure of the air.  When the blood re-
maining in the head at the moment of eeparation
i# exhapsted, there commencesa state, not of
death, but of inertia, which lustg up to the mo-
ment when the organ, no louger fed, coases to
exist. Dr. Pinel estimates that the brain finds
nourlshment in the residuary blood for about an
hour after decapitation.
